ADM. SIMS'S CHARGES.

UPHELD BY JHE SENATE.

Ewer singe the-war endec. and even 
du ing its progress, a fierce con- 
troversy has been waged between 
Americans call the “Deep Sea” sec- 


tion of the navy and the.“ Armchair - 


or Longshoremen” officers. Admiral | 
Sims started the commotion when 
he wrote to Mr. Secretary Daniels 
on Jan 7, 1920, charging that delays 
and errors traceable to the Navy 
administration protonged the war for 
fonr months, causing a loss of 
2,500,000 tons of shipping. Admiral 
Sims argued that the errors delayed 
the naval operations and prevented 
the American exoeditionary forces 
arrivirg as ezrly as they might have, 
arrived. According to the Republic- 
an rnajerity of the Senate Naval 
Committee of Inquiry, Admiral Sims’s 
+ comenticng are substantially upheld ; 
bai the minority report presented by 
the Democrats is in sharp dissent 
and declares that the success of the 
navy’s operations under Mr. 
Sectetary Daniels had demonstrated 
tre wisdom of the policies pursued. 

Roughly speaking, the Senate Com- 
mittee was split by three to two on 
the issues raised, but the majority re- 
commend the appointment of com- 
missiois to study the lessons of the 
war and to reform the naval organisa- 
tion. It locks as if the controversy 
will be prolonged on political lines, 
the Republicanscharging the recent 
Democratic Government with follow- 
ing a “ self-defensive, non-aggressive, 
and non-helpful palicy"” in the war, 
and the ‘Democrats pointing to the 
actual results achieved, coupled with 
the suggestion that the majority 
findings implying censure on or 
criticism of the entire navy, instead 
of “praise smacks. of defective 
patriotism. 

The mest serious charge. against 
the late Administration was that the 
war did not fiod the navy prepared, 
as Mr. Daniels. proclaimed, “ from 
stem to stern,” but that despite 
‘warnings, the war, and more par- 
ticularly the submarine depredations, 
found the navy very much unpre- 
pared and undermanned, without 
material. On entering the war and 
for many months afterwards, says 
the majority report, “the conclusion 
seems unavoidable that the primary 
motive of the Administration was not 
to do everything possible to help win 
the war withthe Allies and against the 
Germars, but rather to have been 

folook to the future of the United - 
States apart from the Allies in case the 
latter might be defeated, or in case 
peace without victory mighthe made.” 
‘And again, “There seems to have been 
no realisation on the part of President 
Wilson and Mr, Secretary Daniels at 
the outset of the war that the war 
would only be won in conjunction 
with the Ailies and that, therefore, the 
«safety of the United States depended 
“absolutely on furnishing the Allies 
speedily with assistance that could 
bring about victory.” It is declared, 
moreover, that Admiral Sims’s re- 
peated requests for battleships were 
not acceded to until after a delay of 
over eight months,and for ssbmarines 
over six months. 

Much. credit is given to Admiral 
Sims for bringing about the convoy 
system, which proved successful “in 
protecting ovr ships from German 
submarines,” acd the Navy Depart- 
ment is charged with opposing this 
system during the firet two months of 
the war and not acceding to it fully un- 
til the middle of. July. 1917. The 
majority report adds “We find that,’ 
although virtually all the naval auth- 
orities recommended the immediate 

~ concentration gf the antisubmarine 
forces in the war Zone, yet it wasnot 
until April 24, 1917, that any anti- 
submarize craft set sail from the 

' United ‘States to the war zone, and - 
then only six destroyers were 60 
detailed.” : :

MUST DOCTORS TELL? 
HEALTA MINISTRY TO HEAR 
THEIR VIEWS. 

A crucial decument on “Should or 
Must Doctors Tell? ' was read by 
Dr. Forbes, Sheffield, at the represen: 
tative meeting of the British Medical 
Association. It was hot from the 
Law Courts in the share of a personal 
letter from a- medical man who had 
given evidence in a divorce case. 1° 
rons, with certain necessary omissions, 


- as follows = 


“In the case in which I had to give 
evidence there was no question of 
breach of proféssional secrecy. I saw 
the respondent befcre gaing to the 
and he said he wanted 2 
divorce and wished me 
evidence against him. He had told 
hs wife that he had venereal 
disease. This brings out another 
point in these cases. It ap- 
pears to me a misuse of the services 
of the medical officers of these 
clinies lo compel them to go up to 
furnish evidence for divorce, as in 
this case. where the man made use 
of his attendance at the clinic as a 
proof of adultery. Instead of the 
hotel chambermaid the medica] officer 
was compelled to furcish the proof. 

“Tf we can’t get the principle of 
our right to preserve professional 
sectecy recognised, the least we can 
do is to ingist on the Ministry of 
Health stopping their publicity cam- 
paign posters and treatrnent centres 
advertisements carrying’ a’ prorhise 
that the treatment at the clinics Shall 
be in secrecy. and we must get the 
secrecy clause in the Act cut out.” 

SECRECY VITAL, 

| .l had the opportunity of talking 
with a number of doctors on this 
question of secrecy, and found almost 
all of them in agreement on one 
essential point: what is, of all things, 
vital to the betterment of the com- 
munity is tnat all persons suffering 
from any venereal disease should go 
at once to a doctor, and anything 
which should discourage this readi- 
ness to be treated must at all costs 
be avoided. A real conviction in the 
patient’s mind that secrecy will in all 
cases be absolute is the Lest, the only, 
way to encourage this medical con- 
fession. 


The multiplying frequency of de- 
mands upon doctors to give evidence 
in divorce proceedings is forcing the 
British Medical Association to take 
action. It is likely that by next year 
doctors will be assored of the fall 
support of their association if they 
refuse to give evidence or to obey a 
subpeega. 

The question: “Must a doctor 
tell?” has become so actual that the 
Ministry of Health has telegraphed 
its readiness to receive a deputation 
of representatives of the ‘British 
Medical Association. : 

The present position is absurd and 
wrong. The Ministry of Health has 
pledged itself to absolute Secrecy in 
the case of all patients going to the 
venereal clinics, and makes secrecy a 
prominest part of the advertisement 
of the clinics in order to secure the 
confidence of the public. On the 
other hand, docters are forced by 
law and urged by judges and 
magistrates to give away the most 
intimate secrets for the sake “of 
evidences in divorce cases a3 well as 
criminal cases. : 


BICYCLE BIPLANE, 


POULAIN'S EFFORTS TO FLY 
” WITHOUT ENGINES..

3 CHINESE SENTRY SHOT. 

A mysterious shooting affair 
occurred on the  British-Chinese 
border on Sunday night, resulting in 
the death of a sentry of the Chinese 
frontier guard. The camp was 
awakened late at night by the 
report of two revolver shots and 
the guards turnéd out with 
lanterns to investigate. The first 
place they wen: to was the sentry 
box, and there they found the unfor 
tunate man dead at his post with 
one bullet wound in the chest and 
dnother in the abdomen. From the 
nature of the wounds, the shoty must 
have been fired at close range. 

At first it was thought that the 
man was murdered by outlaws for 
the sake of his rifle and ammunition, 
but the latter were discovered intact 
some distance behind the body. This 
gives the impression that the 
deceased had run after his murderer 
wheo he ecllapsed and died. As far 
as was known, the deceased had had 
no quarrel with any of his comrades, 
and there is nothing ta account for 
the tragedy. The British border 
police. are co-operating in the in- 
vestigation of the affair.

further mention being made of the 
alleged arbitrary action of the 
hospital in the letter written by the 
defendants on June 4 which con- 
tained their agreement to quit 
on which the. plaintiffs have based 
their claim. Tne allegation has beea

The 
French banks would no doubt have 
come to the sssistance of the Banque 
Industrielle had it simply been 8 case 
of its assets’ being temporarily tied 
up, and a great deal too much seems 
to have been made of this prospect. 
Instead of the assets being immobi- 
lized however, the impression quickly 
gained currency that they had dis- 
appeared altogether. - This view 
received expression in theFrench press, 
and unhappily was not announced 
here as a corrective to prevalent 
optimism. The case of the bank in 
Hongkong is easy to understand. 
The assets in the Colony ate, so to 
speak, under lock and key: creditors 
there can never be in a worse position 
than at present in view of the li- 
quidation proceedings. But should the 
bank’s affairs ultimately turn out to 
be less desperate than the indications 
suggest, they may find themselves 
Detter situated, hence the case for 
delay in that quarter. As to opti- 
inistic official “utterances in France. 
the only thing that can be said is 
that they seem to have been largely 
pious aspirations, andas such accepted 
by French people. 

We have considered it advisable 
to deal st some length with these 
matters in the hope that the situation 
may be rendered the clearer; and in 
fairness to our French friends we 
must point out that criticism in 
Paris has been full and unhesitating. 
Apparently we shall not know .the 
worst until the matter again comes 
before the Tribunal of Commerce, 
and the sooner the Tribunal can 
make its decision public the better 
it will be for all concerned. The 
present suspense is not only agonizing 
to the depositors who are in danger 
of serious loss, but bad for business 
generally. In the meantime another, 
and very serious point arises, in 
connection ‘with the sale and sub- 
sequent dishonouring of drafts on 
the part of the bank. What is the 
position of a bank that does this, 
knowing at the time its inability to 
meet these newly-incurred obligations, 
andcontinues such dealings practically 
up to the-moment of suspension ? 
Doubtless some very fierce fight will 
be shed upon such matters by the
